— Reading 
railway employe* were notified that, 
beginning April I, their wages would 
lie increased 6 per cent. The announce­ 
ment says the increase will be general 
among all permanent employes receiv­ 
ing less than $300 a month whose pay 
has not been adjusted within the last 
ninety dayt. 
Coming within twenty-four hours af­ 
ter the announcement by the Pennsyl­ 
vania Railroad company of Its wage 
boost and the increase being alike, has 
given rise to a report that there bas 
been a slipup in the announcement 
and that it

raises were intended to be published 
simultaneously. In railroad circles it 
was recalled that the last general in 
ere*so in wage*, made by tho two cora 
panb-s In 190*1, were announced at the 
same time.

The Reading’s increase will affect 
about 27,000 employes. As the average 
pay is about I*;*) a month, the addition 
will cost the company about $97**>00 a 
month, or $1,166,400 annually.

H E purpose of this series of ar­ 
ticles will be an attempt to show 
tile direct relation between do­ 
mestic science and ordinary af- 
luirs in the life of either men or wo­ 
men. Too many people have conceived 
the Idea that domestic science chiefly 
concerns those people who have more 
time f # theorizing than for actual 
work. 
These think the subject deals 
largely with air castles of the Bellamy 
style of architecture and contains little 
teal help for present day homemak- 
< i s 
There are some who still hold the 
opinion that sin Ii is the meaning and 
► co|a* of domestic science, but their 
number is rapidly decreasing on ac­ 
count of the introduction of the study 
of scientific homemaking into public 
schools, high schools and colleges. 
To 
be an aid to housekeepers who cannot 
take advantage of these courses of 
►•tudy as prescribed in schools and col­ 
leges is the aim of this series of talks. 
One of the chief purposes of domes­ 
tic science is to teach men and women 
how to live rightly, bow to use ma­ 
terial tilings In such a way as to get 
tin* highest good, the best results, from 
1 hem. The science concerns men quite 
as much as 
women 
and it 
means 
much more than the commonly accept­ 
ed idea that it bas most to do with 
cooking and eating arid washing dishes. 
These tilings are of course included In 
the study and.

The Task of Homemaking. 
Woman's share In the well being of 
the family demands not only an lntel- 
licent knowledge of the principles of 
lier work, but also interest and enthu­ 
siasm in it. 
To be a really successful 
housekeeper a woman must be an en-, 
thusiastlc housekeeper 
Very few, If 
any. men have achieved success in any 
work to which they have given only 
part of their thought and a niggardly 
share of their enthusiasm. 
I believe 
that the largest per cent of unsuccess­ 
ful 
housekeepers 
is 
always 
found 
among tin* women who are either do­ 
ing their work Ignorantly and accord 
ing to somebody's tradition or because 
their interest and enthusiasm are given 
to some other person’s work. 
W hy is 
the opinion so general among both men 
and women that housekeeping requires 
a little less Intelligence than almost 
any other kind of work? 
W hy is it 
that the most incompetent i*erson is 
the one who generally offers her serv­ 
ices iii domestic work?
